"The Standard Dic- 
tionary" published by Funk and 
Wagnalls is excel•lent EJver re- 
member we must know the mean- 
ing of the words we read. A com- 
plete concordance of the Bible is 
also a very great help and a saving 
of time. Young's Analytical Con- 
cordance is without a peer and has 
been to me of almost inexpressible 
help. Arthur Hind's Interlinear 
Greek-English New Testament and 
Liddell & Scotts' Greek-English 
Lexicon are very valuable in a suc- 
cessful study and comprehension 
of God's word. When we know 
the history of a language then wé 
know the history of that people,
